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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 29-32, 38-48, and 80-89 in 
Paper No. 8 is acknowledged. The traversal Is on the ground(s) that see the 
election of Paper No. 8. This is not found persuasive because the searches for the 
two inventions are not co-extenslve. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Also, pending claims 26-28 are directed to non-elected method claims must 
be canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC % 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 29-32, 38-48, and 80-89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 29, line 2, it is unclear how the substrate comprises semiconductor 
devices. Also, see line 2 of claim 88 and line 2 of claim 89. 

In claim 29, line 3, It Is unclear where the Interconnecting metallization 
structure Is located. Also, it Is unclear how the interconnecting metallization 
structure is connected to the devices. Also, see lines 3-4 of claim 88 and lines 3-4 
of claim 89.
